10. (Currently Amended) A polypeptide comprising more than one S3 peptides 
comprising the amino acid sequence set forth in SEP ID No: 1 . wherein at least two of the S3 
peptides are separated by a The polypeptide of claim 1 wherein at least on e of the linking 
sequence is cleavable by acid digestion. 

1 1 . (Currently amended) The polypeptide of claim 1 0 wherein the at least one of the 
linking sequences comprises Asp-Pro.

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13. (Previously Presented) A polypeptide comprising the amino acid sequence set forth 
in SEQ ID NO:9, having a linking sequence cleavable by a protease.

15. (Previously Presented) The polypeptide of claim 1 wherein the more than one S3 
peptide is tagged with a detectable label. 

16. (Previously Presented) The polypeptide of claim 15 wherein the label is detectable 
by fluorescence.

32. (Previously Presented) The polypeptide of claim 1 immobilized on a solid medium. 

33. (Currently Amended) The polypeptide peptide of claim 15 immobilized on a solid 
medium. 

34. (Previously Presented) The polypeptide of claim 33 wherein the solid medium is 
agarose.
